Tanning Materials in United States 

The figures of the United States for- 
estry service show that tiere are 
some 22,000,000 worth of vegetable 
tanning material used every .year in 
the United States. The chief source 
of tanning is hemlock bark, but the 
quantity used is steadily decreasing, 
owing to the depleting of the forests. 
The amount of bark utilized in the 
United States in 1906 was 930,000 
tons, in 1907. 816,000 tons; in 1908 
810,000 tons; and.in 1909, 698,000 tons, 

There are in all, six sources of tan- 
ning: gall nuts, fruits of certain plants 
and leaves of some trees and shrubs, 
wood of such trees as chestnut and 
quebrecho, bark of many trees and 
shrubs, roots of certain plants. The 
decrease in the amount.derived from 
these usual sources of vegetable tan- 
ning is being met by introducing new 
materials and chemical substitutes. 
There appears to be a limit, however, 
to which substitutes can be success: 
fully carried, and the question of a fu- 
ture supply of vegetable tanning is 
becoming a matter for serious consid- 
eration.

Profits In Waste Paper. 

The sale of waste paper used to af- 
ford perquisites for government offi- 
eials. When John McCulloch (of Dic- 
tionary of Commerce fame) was ap- 
pointed comptroller of the stationery 
office in 1841, he discovered that the 
proceeds from the sale of government 
waste paper were divided among his 
subordinates, who thus more than 
doubled their official incomes, The 
new comptroller prohibited this prac- 
tice on the ground that all moneys de- 
rived from such sales belonged to the 
exchequer. Some of the officials dis- 
regarded this prohibition and contin- 
ued to sell waste paper and pocket the 
proceeds. When this came to the ears 
of McCulloch they were prosecuted for 
“systematic appropriation of public 
property.” For many years past the 
stationery office bas made over £10,000 
a year from the sale of waste paper.— 
London Mail, 


Jenny Lind’s California Debut. 

At Monterey, Cal., formerly a part of 
Mexico and ceded to the United States 
during the Mexican war, is the first 
public building built in California and 
now a broken down, weather racked 
ruin of adobe. In this building Jenny 
Lind made her first California debut, 
and when the gold the enthusiastic 
miners bad thrown upon the stage aft- 
er her performance was gathered up 
it was found to fill two five-gallon oil 
cans—about twenty pounds of gold and 
equal in value to about $5,000. - Anoth- 
er curiuus building is a police station 
which is built within the braces of an 
oll derrick and for unique buildings 
certainly establishes a record,—Health 
Magazine.

That their great river should at last 
dribble to the sea through a number 
of mouths in foreign territory has 
long been a cause of sentimental re- 
pret to the German people.

Ways of Preventing the Summer 
Home From Becoming Hot. 


LET IN THE GOOD NIGHT AIR, 


it fe Particularly Important That Attie 
and Cellar Should Have Proper and 
Sufficient Ventilation — Neglect eof 
This Causes Trouble, 


Keeping the house cool in summer fs 
not always an easy problem to solve, 
People who have large houses and 
money enough to equip them with elec 
tric fans and other appliances can, of 
course, keep very comfortable, but ft 
is more difficult to manage it in small 
houses, 

Windows must be shaded with blinda, 
shutters or awnings and be well 
screened. All. the heavy hangings 
should be removed and where possible 
the carpets should be taken up and 
cool colors, such as white, gray, light 
greens and blues, should take the place 
of the warmer colors. Then white mus- 
lin curtains soften the light, though 
many people object to even that much 
drapery. 

The coolest hours of summer are the 
night hours. Therefore the night air 
should be allowed to circulate freely 
through every part of the house. The 
best circulation is obtained by having 
windows open at the tup and bottom 
instead of entirely at the bottom. This 
lets out the hot air and lets in the cool, 
When this method is followed put the 
screen in the lower sash of one win- 
dow of each room and in the upper 
sash of another. 

As it is important that sunlight, too, 
should enter the house at some time of 
the day, open all the blinds and win- 
dows in the early morning for a little 
while. Then darken the house for the 
rest of the day. 

It is especially important that the 
attic and cellar should have proper 
ventilation. In the former a skylight 
or window should be kept open night 
and day; except, of course, when it 
rains. The cellar windows should be 
open only at night when it is compara- 
tively cool. Open them at sundown 
and close them at 8 o’clock in the 
morning. Neglect of this method of 
airing the cellar causes a great deal 
of trouble during the hot weather. If 
the windows are not closed during the 
heat of the day the warm, moisture 
ladened air enters the cellar and con- 
denses on walls, pipes, metaJs, etc. The 
colder the surface the greater will be 
the amount of moisture that will com 
dense upon it, and a few days of neg 
lect will make the cellar so damp that 
it will not be a suitable place for keep 
ing food.

What are known as the silver pan 
éries at Buckingham Palace are in 
charge of an official known as the 
Silver Butter, who has eix attendants, 

The silver pantries contain not only 
all the royal plate but a vast number 
of other treasures belongi:.g to the 
King and Queen, consisting of various 
presents which have been given to 
their Majesties from time to time, and 
of articles their Majesties have pur- 
chased. 

There are 'n al] t' ree rantries, two 
of these are fitted with large glass and 

lished ebony cases, in which the 
arge articles :re arrayed; underneath 
the cases are b'g ebony drawera where 
smaller articles are kept. The third 
roor: isthe cleaning room, where the 
pl: te is cleaned. 

The silver pantries are situated in 
th: basement floor; and two of the 
rooms are fireproof and are entered 
by a heavy steel door. 

All the valuable contents of. the 

silver oh pe ate in charge of the 
silver butler, who is responzible for 
their safe keeping. 
. Over thirteen thousand articles 
(counting the spoons ard forks as 
separate articles) are in his charga. 
They are catalogued in three separate 
books, which are checked twice a 
year, in Januarv and July. 

The silver plate in general use at 
the palace consista of a silver dinner 
service, three silver breakfast services, 
two silver tea and coffee services, and 
in addition, a very large quantity of 
si:ver spoons and forks. 

These have to be cleaned every day

Mr. Basil Home Thomson, inspector 
of prisons in Great Britain, and secre. 
tary to the Prison Commission, has 
toon appointed assistant commission« 
er of the Metropolitan Police in Lon- 
don in place of Sir Melville Mac 
taghten, C.B., who has retired. 

Mr. Thomson is a con of the late 
Archbishop of York, and was lormerly 
in tie colonial service, and acted as 
Prime Minister of Tonga. During his 
stay in the Pacific he was instrumen- 
tal in the exposure of the Rev. Shir- 
ley Baker, who was removed from the 
Wesleyan ministry. Baker was origin- 
ally a Wesleyan missionary in the 
Tonga Archipelago, and he acquired 
such an ascendancy over the axed 
king that he concentrated the adwin- 
istration of th2 islands ‘1 his owa 
person.
